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Magazine Writer Asha 
” What Would Jesus Do?** 

The title of a current magazine article 
asks, ‘‘What Would Jesus Do In The 
Present Crisis?" 

If the criterion were, as claimed by the 
author of the article, what He did when 
He was on earth 1900 years ago, the an- 
swer is found in the Gospels. He said 
His kingdom was not of this world. He 
did not challenge any earthly monarch. 
He declined Satan’s offer to enthrone 
Him over all the kingdoms of the earth, 
and when the people would have taken 
Him by force to make Him a king. He 
departed into a mountain Himself alone. 
Despite its many faults. He upheld the 
existing government in Judea in keeping 
with the Old Testament Scripture : “The 
most High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomsoever He will, 
and setteth up over it the basest of 
men." He said: “Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things which are Caesars." 
And to Pilate, condemning Him to death, 
He said: “Thou couldest have no power 
at all against Me, except it were given 
thee from above." 

He did not interfere with human gov- 
ernment, but He healed the sick, cured 
the lame, gave sight to the blind, hearing 
to the deaf, voice to the dumb, drove out 
demons, raised the dead, rebuked the 
winds and the waves, and purged the 
temple of the money changers and sellers 
of doves. Thus He gave some evidence of 
the supreme scope of His authority. 

He plainly declared that He came into 
this world to do a specific work that His 
Father had given Him to do. As the Lamb 
of God, the innocent, the spotless One 
suffering for the guilty. He was to bear 
away the sin of the world, thereby re- 
vealing to mankind God’s infinite love in 
His matchless plan to provide salvation 
for His sinful creature, man. Having ac- 
complished that work on Calvary’s cross. 
He cried with a loud voice, “It is fin- 
ished!" and dismissed Hjs spirit. 


Had the author chosen as the basis for 
his supposition as to what the Lord Jesus 
Christ would do in the present crisis that 
which He will do when He returns, he 
would have found a ready answer in the 
Gospel of Matthew, chapters 24 and 25. 

Insofar as this and other Gentile na- 
tions are concerned. He will divide all 
into two classes: the sheep, those who 
have given food, drink, shelter and cloth- 
ing, aid in sickness and imprisonment to 
His earthly brethren, the Jews; the goats, 
those who have refused the Jews such 
help. The sheep will enter the earthly 
kingdom of righteousness over which the 
Lord Jesus Christ will reign a thousand 
years; the goats will depart into everlast- 
ing punishment. 

But, after all, the question is utterly 
foolish. It is like asking, “What would 
Mussolini do if he were dictator of 
Italy?" The Lord Jesus Christ is not One 
Who was and is no more. He is not dead, 
but living. He said : “I am He mat liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold I am alive for 
evermore." He is not defeated, but victo- 
rious. Rising from the dead the third day 
after His crucifixion. He said : “All 
power is given unto Me in heaven and 
in earth." 

The real question is “What is the 
Lord Jesus Christ doing in the present 
crisis?" 

Today, seated at the right hand of 
Majesty on high. He is taking out of the 
world a people for His name. Having, by 
His death and resurrection, provided sal- 
vation for all who will have it, He is say- 
ing to sinners: “Behold, I stand at the 
door and knock: if any man hear My 
voice, and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with, him, and he 
with Me." 

The hands that were pierced to nail 
Him to Calvary’s cross, there to suffer 
the just for the unjust to bring us to 
God, are stretched out today in tender 
appeal. To all who are oppressed with 
sin, with Satan’s cruel yoke, He cries; 


Me; for I am meek and lowly in heart: 
and ye shall find rest unto your souls. 
For My yoke is easy, and My burden is 
light." (Matthew 11: 28-30). 

In the present crisis, when ajl is un- 
rest, when men’s hearts are failing them 
for fear of what is coming upon this sin- 
saturated earth, when at any moment He 
may come in the air to call His own 
away and leave the unsaved behind for 
judgment, He pleads: 

“Come unto Me." It is the Saviour’s 
voice; 

O, doubting spirit, bid thy heart re- 
joice. 

All doubts shall vanish and thy sor- 
rows cease. 

“Come unto Me, and I will give you 
peace." 


Zeppelin Doubles Speed 
Flying Through Hurricane 

Frantic telephone calls kept coming in 
to the Lakehurst (N. J.) terminal of the 
Zeppelin Hindenburg during a Septem- 
ber westward trans - Atlantic voyage 
against an eastbound hurricane that did 
millions of dollars’ worth of damage 
along the Atlantic coast, reports Literary 
Digest. 

“With houses, wharves and the very 
earth itself being torn up along the 
southeastern coast line, how could the 
fragile airship buck the storm?" 

The answer is that the Hindenburg 
didn’t buck the storm (although it can 
and has bucked them) ; it rode it. Storms 
on the northern half of the globe rotate 
counter-clockwise, resembling a whirl- 
pool whose vortex or axis also moves. So 
instead of going against the current on 
the left side of the whirlpool, the Hin- 
denburg set her course on the opposite 
side of the storm center and became a 
part of the stream of wind that carried 
it along smoothly like a chip riding a 
stream of water. Traveling at a constant 
air speed of 80 m. p. .h., her navigator 
found as she dropped off the edge of the 
hurricane that she had made 160 land 
m. p. h. riding westward on an east- 


bound storm. 

This is a day when the hurricanes of 
hell are sweeping over the world, carry- 
ing before them in their godless course 
the empty professions of man-made re- 
ligion. “In the last days/* says Scripture,' 
“perilous times shall come.’’ Today as 
never in the past the storms of unbelief 
are tearing the very foundations out 
from under many who profess to trust 
in God. 

But what of the true child of God? 
Don’t the storms assail him? Don’t they 
batter him? They shouldn’t; they cannot, 
if he is enjoying his privilege as a Chris- 
tian. Why? Because, says Scripture, he 
is seated in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus, not “tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine/* 

Nor does he stand still in the storm. 
''The Lord hath His way in the whirl' 
wind and in the storm.” (Nahum 1:3). 
His way is to draw His children ever 
closer to Himself. "He bringeth then} 
unto their desired haven/* (Psalm 107: 
30). So the child of God rides the side 
of the whirling storm that speeds him 
toward the haven of rest. He grows in 
grace and knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ through the testing of the storm. 
“AN things wor\ together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are 
called according to His purpose/* (Ro- 
mans 8 : 28) . 

Friend, how about you? Are you, like 
the Apostle Paul, "persuaded that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature shall 
be able to separate (you) from the love 
of God which is in Christ Jesus (your) 
Lord” (Romans 8: 38-39)? 

Or are you “carried about of wind.i 
. . . plucked up by the roots” (Jude 12)?
